MONTREAL, Nov. 2.—Dr. James. 
Mapelli, physician of Turin. disciple 
of Lombroso, the great Italian psy- 
[chiatrist, who is at present in Mont- 
real, where he will present some ex- 
periments in. the ficld of suggestive 
therapy for first time on this continent 
held what might be cafled a clinic in 
the office of Lieut. Savard. police 
headquarters, yesterday afternoon. He 
examined several hopeless cases of 
morphine habit collected spécially for 
him from the underworld. ynd_ will 
cominence immediately on their cure, 
for he found in each case something 
that interested him.

The mother fs alarmed, and nding the family 
doctor out of town another one {s called. He Onds on examination of the 
urine that the child has nephritis or inflammation of the kidneys, and 
Mary Js sent to bed. She is’seriously il! for several weeks, She gets well 
for the time but ber kidneys are maimed for life. 
By this time there is a general outbreak of Scarlet fever all over the 
town. Everyone {a alarmed, The Public schools are closed. 


but despite thelr efforts the number of cases grow, The outbreak fasta 
most of the winter, spreading to the adjacent townsbips and villages. It 
seems to wear itself out towards spring, returning again after the lapso 
of a year or two to carry on In the same way. Several fine children have 
dled of the disease during the winter, and several mothers of families are 
left with acbiny hearts and the outer semblance of mourning for their 
little ones. Others have had somewhat the experience of Mary’s mother, 

But let us follow Mary a little further, Ten or twelve yeara have 
passed, and spe has grown to be a fine young woman. She fs courted and 
icarried by one of the best young men in an adjacent town. She Is loved 
and happy. Her husband bas provided a Pretty home, and her mother 
and father are rejoiced to see that she hag bright prospects before her. After 
& few months she writes her mother that she is not fooling well,’ that she 
is afck in the mornings, vomits a good deul and has headaches. To the 
mother this I» not unusual. Her daughter ja pregnant. Most of women 
have these little troubles when in thia condition, But she Is not improv. 
ing and the mcther ig shocked when sho visits her to find Mary with puffy 
Swollen face and legs. The doctor must be called at once. He promises to 
call in the morning, but during the night Mary has some sort of a fit and 
becomes unconscious. The doctor comes hurriedly. He finds the patient 
has eclampsia. There [s a consultation. A necessary operation is decided 
‘pon, but In epite of tho efforts of two or three of the best doctors of the 
nelghborhood and of a specialist from a hearby city, the poor young 
woman dies. What a {t is not an uncommon oceurrence. 
It dates back to the neglected case of scarlet fever in tho little school 
girl, The neglect has.bad far-reaching consequences. Every neighborhood 
has had such cases. “Every physician [g familiar with them: : 

Mild cases of scarlet fever ara often more dangerous than severe 
ones, The mild cases-fail to receive the careful attention which would pre- 
vent the disastrous consequences just Outlined. These mild cases, 
because they are not controlled, spread the contagion far and wide. The 
Same is true to some extent of all other Contagious discascs. It is playing 
with public health and with human life, health, and happiness to deal with 
the most important asset of the peapte, &00d health, - in such a fasblon, 
How can {tbe remedied? ‘By education; People must learn that the best and 
most satisfactory way to deal with theso contagious diseases is to be frank 
ubout them. ‘Tho slightest suspicion of scarlet fever in a family should 
suffice to have the Medical Officer of Health notified and the case prevented 
from doing any hurm to others. If Mury’s case had been regarded with 
due welght and received proper treatment she would now bave been a 
bappy wife and mother, but alas! ber foolish mother and reckless doctor 
sealed _ber fate, ‘ ay;

UMIGATION of school rooms is usually done by means of the funtcs 
of sulphur or formaldehyde. It is doubtful if, done in the bap- 
hazard way it is usually carried out. it Is worth the expenre. Iots 
-of children get infection of one kind or another in school, but it ts 

not the atmosphere of an “infected school-room” but the wild and-unre- 
cognized cases of communicable disease which spread the discase by contact 
infection among the cbildren. It is often found that after xreat pains and 
expense have been taken to disinfect school-rooms that {restt cases appear, 
as If no precautions bad been taken. 

The best safe-guards are cleanliness and the simple usc of disinfect- 
ants, The ob:ects in the school-room which are frequently bandied, such 
as door-knobs, railings, gymnastic apparatus, toilet fixtures, etc., should be 

thoroughly cleaned once a week and gone over every

Don’t use a feath ster, this merely stirs up the 
dust, and {s worse than useless. ‘The floors zhould be olled and oll brushes 
used in sweeping, Blackboard chalk should be. removed as :nuch as pos- 
sible after scheol hourseby wet cloths instead of by crasers, 

Since much of the disease occurring among chil¢ren {x spread from 
the mouth and throat It is easy. to seo how the Commor Drinking Cup and 
the Common Towel spread disease, Their use should not be allowed in 
rchool or elsewhere. A card with these rules printed io large letters 
should be hung up in every school-roam, : 

Do not spit if you can help it. Never spit on a slate, floor, or sidewalk. 

Do not put the flagers Into the mouth. 

Do not pick the nose or wipe the nose on the hand or sleeve, ; 

Do not wet the fingera In the mouth when turning the leaves of a book. 

Do not put pencils in the mouth or wet them with the lips. 

Do not sput money Into the mouth, x : 

Do not put pins In the mouth, 

Do not put anything inte the mouth except food and drink. 

Do not swap apple-cores, candy, chewing gum, half-caten food, 
whistles, toys, or anything that is put-into the mouth. 

Never cough or sneeze in a person’s face, turn your face to one side. 
Keep your face and hands clean. Wash your hands with soap and water 
before each mea’.

) the greater th lesson, Igmediately after a railroad disaster, a shipwreck, 
er a sensational fire in which lives are lost the public demand that action 
he taken to prevent the recurrence of similar accidents In the future. While 
this {s quite proper, it [s essentially important that a broad application of 
the lesson sheuld be learned, but it Is seldom done. Tho suburban railway 

' accident at Queenston last year, the loss of the great vessels the Empress of 
Ireland and tbe Titanic, all contributing to greater or lesser loss of life, 
resulied only in guarding against an identical form of accident in the 
uture, 5 

The same holds true fn respect to Infantile paralysis which has been 
the cam of excitement almost approaching panic in some parts of the 
United Sfates and in portions of this country, though happily we have 
escaped with about the seasonal average number of cases. Stringent meas- 
Lres were taken by our nefghbours to check the outbreak in New York 
and other cit:es, and the Provincial Health authorities have been on. the 
alex¢ agaion nny similar epidemic jn Ontario, - But the incidence of infan- 
tile/paralysis with its death rate fs triding compared with the results from 
other diseases in regard to which the public Js apathetic. In December of 
last year :here were over 3,000 cases of measles in Toronto alone, and the 
cutbreak spread all over Ontario. Measles causes more deaths annually 
than dots infantile paralysis; so do diphtheria, scarlet fever, and tuber- 
culosis. It is a pity our people do not get a little more panicky about 
some or ail of the last-named diseases; they are always with us, and cut 
sbort cach year the carcer of many promising lives,

LONG many miles of the 
western front as it was till 
the end of June, one can 

now do what seems to 
trench dwellers almost ,the utmost 
reach of impossibility, says a Lon- 
don despatch: One can stand at one’s 
ease In the middle of No Man’s Land 
and look at a German front trench 
on the right and a French or British 
front trench on the left. Immediate- 
ly one feels that the outward face of 
each wears a quite different exprea- 
sion. : 

The Allies’ wire Is only cut across 
by neat lanes or gangways at con- 
venient Intervals, while the German 
wire lies in a trampled mess on the 
ground. The difference goes much 
further. For one thing the Allies 
support their barbed wire mainly

© Mince) pies, plum puddings, etc., 
in Ontario will ‘’be made without 
brandy or other liquor this Christ- 
mas, unless those heNday eatables 
are made in the home. «According to 
the Ontario License Board the On- 
tarlo Temperance Act does not make’ 
any provision for the baker using 
liquor: in jhig, business, and a: baker 
who called wpoh the board recently 
for light upon’the point’ was sent 
amay. with sound, if unwelcome, ad- 
vice. 

The Ontario. License Act. allows 
the keeping of Mquor for manufac- 
turing purposes, but the clause get- 
ting out. the different articlgs. into 
which it maybe’ placéd “does not .In- 
clude confectionery of any kind. 

There’ ls no outlet: for the baker by 
keeping the Mquor in his own home 
and bringing it to the ‘shop, ° since 
carrying’ it from one place td an- 
other is an offence, while having it 
In @ building used asa bake shop 
and partly as a residence is also an 
offence unless the residence where 
it 1s kept is entirely shut off from 
the shop. 

The discussion of the scope of the 
law fn making it an offence for a cit!- 
zen to have Mquor fn bia possession 
except upon his own residential pre 
mises apparently indicates a way out 
for tt man with the flask. Accord- 
ing to the view expressed at the Li- 
cense Department, the Act makes it 
legal for a person to “carry lquor 
from one place where it may be legal- 
ly kept to another place where it 
may be legally kept.” For a person 
to carry liquor from his home 'to the 
home of a neighbor or friend, both 
being places where liquor may be 
legally kept, is stated to be within 
the law, 

While one or two convictions have 
indicated that/having Hquor on the 
person is to be construed as a viola- 
tion of the law, it is sald that the 
Act in its:bearing upon this point 
will be used: more to keep a check 
upon the operations of bootleggers 
than to barry the man who likes to 
have a ‘nip’ about.

Ontario's Thoroughbreds, 

Over seventy-four per cent, of the 
stallions under license in the Prov- 
ince of Ontario are thoroughbreds, 
That striktvg fact-is.recorded in the 
annual report of the Stallion Enrol- 
ment Board to Hon. James Duff, and 
represents the degree of success that 
has attended the operation of the 
drastic legislation passed three years 
ago alming to gradually eliminate 
all “grade” animals. ~ 

In 1913, when the Act went into 
force there were 993 grades out of 
2,760, or 36 per cent. To-day there 
are approximately only 726 grades 
out of 2,630, or about 26 per cent. 
The big cut was made on August lst, 
when by the operation of the Act ull 
grade animals with defects were put 
on the probibited list. 

This eliminated about 100  stal- 
lions, The remaining grades will be 
tolerated for two seasons yet, but in 
1918 they must go and thereafter 
only pure bred stock will be licensed 
In the province.

His Pluck and Strategy Resulted in 


* Making the Powerful Enemy Vessel | 


Lie Helplese Within the Landlocked 
Waters of the Gulf of Arta. 


It was during the war between 
Greece and“Turkey in 1807 that the 
inhabitants of Gala Krini—a large vil- 
lage, since destroyed by the Turks, on 
the shores of the gulf of Arta—awoke 
one morning to find that a Hellenic 
battleship bad entered the gulf and 
cast anchor off the ubore. The str- 
prise of the inbabitants of Gala Krint 
was nothing compared with that of a 
party of five Turkish officers, who, 
from the very crest-of a hill towering 
above the village, watched the vessel 
through thelr telescopes. 

These Turkish officers were on an 
urgent and Important mission — to 
block out the Hellenic feet from the 
gulf of Arta, Bebind them, at the 
bottom of the deep ravine, were a 
number of heavy guos which bad been 
dragged all the way from Salonikl, a 
Jong and dificult task, acd with this 
artillery they bad been ordered to for- 
ufy the strait.

‘HEALTH OFFICERS’ CONFERENCE. : 


HE annual conference of Ontario Health Officers for 1916 was held 
on the last two days in May. it was, in point ¢f numbers, izi- 
portance of papers presented, and general intcres*, perbaps, the 
most interesting meeting of medical officers of health we have 








ever had. ‘ 

One of the most instructive papers waz read by Dr. W. H. Park, who for 
many years has been Director of the Laboratories of the Health Department 
of New York City. Dr. Park is an expert upon Diphtheria, and in bis address 
be outlined the methods of his Department in the diagnosis, prevention, and 
freatment of tha: disease in which he and bis associates wave been spocial- 
Dg. The City of New York fs divided into sections and the children 
grouped in order that tests may be carried out to discover those 
who are carriers of the disease, and.to obtain more thorough information 
as to the causes for the spreading of the disease. Dr.\ Park sald that tbe 
acheme has been productlye of wonderful results. Regarding the use of 
antitoxin he said that from practical etperience he was of the opinion that 
the full amount of antitoxin required sbpuld be given in the first Injection; 
another way to obtain prompt results \was by injection: of tbe remedy 
directly into & veln so as to reach the bl stream at once. He advocates 
single large doses. 

Dr. Cruichshank, M. O, H, of. Windsor, gave a mosi instructive Paper 
apon tonsils and adenoids in children, The doctor is one of the best of our 
Health-Oficers. He has been engaged in making teste in this subject 
among children in the Windsor schools, and has come tu the conclusion 
that tonsils and adenoids are responsible for a good deal of disease among 
children. He advocates their renioval, wud in addition suggests that the 
abolition of baby comforts, the provision of proper ventilation in school 
and sleeping room. and tbe proper care of children’s health would prevent 
a lot of disease, There is sound wisdom in bis remarks, 

A timely discussion, in view of the great prevalence of the disease dur- 
ing the past season, was carried on in reference to Measles, It was pointed 
cut by various speakers that Measles is most dificult to control from the 
fact that it comes on Mke any ordinary coryza or cold, and that the most 
contagious period of the disease is probably before the rash appears. The 
present quarantine period (three weeks) was regarded by the officers 
present as being too long and falled to do the good expected of it. The 
concensus of opinion seemed to be that two weeks, which would cover the 
period of incubation and contagion, is long enough. it is probable that 
this discussion will © given due weight by the Board, and lead to ¢ sbort- 





There was considerable discussion regarding the question of Mulowing 
the breadwinner of the family to go to work while bia child is ill of 
Measles, or other communicable disease. This is at present a matter of 
discretion with the M. O. H. and {s usually allowed except, of course, In 
cases where (he man of the house ts a teacher of pupils at some school, or 
ia engaged in the manufacture of food or clothing. It is very unlikely that 
these diseases are cartied by a third person unless he or sbe is a “carrier,” 

There annual conferences have had a very marked affect upon the 
eficiency of the various medical ofMfcers who are regular atiendants. In 
almost all caxes our medica’ officers of health aré seen at every meeting, 
where there is ample oppor-unity for the discussion of the problems which 
are met by them In their various municipalities.

A.—The local Board of Health and the Medical Officer of Health may, 
under the regclations for the control of Tuberculvsis, send to a bospttal or 
sanitorium, ac indigent who, in their opinion, endangers the health of others 
in the same house or in personal contact with him. The expense of this 
patient's care wust be borne by the municipality where he has had his usual 
place of aboce. The Ontario Government pays $3.00 per weck toward the 
maintenance of such patient.

“Of late years no such care has 
been exercised, ‘with the ‘result that 
the mustard has now spread largely 
throughout the neighborhood. It 
b through the line about fifteen 
yearsdago when the farmers started 
moving away and selling their farms, 
The new owners were not so careful 
of the land’as the men and the sons 
of the men who cleared it. They 
would take the threshing machine 
whenever they could get it, with the

farms of the neighborhood. Not only 
that, but otlier weeds equally bad 
haye gained a foothold, and with the 
sextcity of labor and the rush’ of 
work have been neglected. Once the 
farmers got accustomed to the sight 
of weeds in the feld they seemed to 
become careless whether they spread 
or not. The result is that they aro 
spreading and spreading fast. 

“If you were to ask me what Is 
the root cause of the spread of weeds 
fn this neighborhood 1 would say 
that it is far deeper than our good 
friends, the — agricultural . advisers, 
seem to think, It is the policy 
adopted in this country years ago of 
building up city industriés at the ex- 
pense of agriculture, as a result of 
which farming became less attractive 
to our young men than work in the 
cities. When the farm boys began 
to leave the farms began passing out 
of the possession of the families 
founded by the old stalwarts who 
cleared the land and handed it down 
to their sons. There is nothing like 
the same pride taken in keeping the 
land free from weeds and in good 
condition by the new owners as was 
taken by those whose fathers hewed 
out the farms from the wilderness. 
That pride was the very soul of the 
agriculture of this district as prac- 
tised twenty years ago. Had farm- 
ing received as much encouragement 
as other and less important. Indus- 
tries thero is every reason to believe 

ithat most of the farms would now 


be In the possession of the descend- | 


ants of the old pioneers, and that 
these men would be taking as much 
pride in keeping them clean as their 
fatbers and grandfathers did.”

~ FATALITY IN A WORD. 


Why France Changed the Name of the 
“Life Saving Belt.” 

A vivid Mlostration of the power of 
mere\words over human belugs was 
once brought to the attention of French 
people by Francisque Surcey. 

After the wreck of the Buurgogue 
many passengers were found floating 
drowned with life preservers on. These 
life preservers were fastened upon the 
bodies, but round the middie Instead 
of under the arms, and the greater 
weight of the upper part of the body 
bad tipped the bead under water and 
the person of course was ineritably 
downed 

Now it appears that the greater num- 
ber of the persons so drowned were 
French. The French term for life pre 
server {s ceiniure de sauretage, or “life 
saving belt.” . This word ceinture sug: 
gests t the mind In fts moments of 
Qisorder’ and vunreadiness, such as 2 
great catastrophe brings, the idea of 
putting on # belt, and os a belt is put 
round the waist and nowhere else the 
frightened person instinctively adjuste 
the fe preserver close about the hips. 

The result is that az soon as the 
perion so provided falls Into the water 
his body tips over, with the heavier 
part downward, and the head fs plung- 
ed beneath the surface. 

_ The word “belt,” therefore, was the 
cause of the loss of many lives in the 
Bourgogne disaster. Sarcey according 
ly proposed to counteract the fatal ef- 
fect of the French word by renaming 
the article and calling it a brassiere, 
‘which 1s a kind of waist, and by bring- 
ing the word bras, or arm, to mind to 
teach people to put a life preserrer on

The Old Persian and Roman System ef 
Couriers on Herseback. 

While the Roman postal service of 
ancient days was, of course, # crude 
aystem, yet the mails were forwarded 
With considerable speed. The system 
‘of couriers on borseback was borrow. 
ed: from the Persians, who, according 
to Xenophon, had established st under 
Cyrus, The Roman adaptation of this 
‘was the best system of transmittin: 
letters among the ancients. . 

All along the great Roman roads sta- 
tons were erected at distances of five 
or six miles from one another. At 
each of these stations forty horses 
Were constantly maintained, and by 
the help of relays % was easy to travel 
100 miles in a day,

SLOW ACTING NERVES. 


Earthworms and Clams in No Danger 
of the Strenuous Life. 

The common earthworm has two 
sorts of nerres. 

One of these is a thread running 
lengthwise of the body between the 
places where head and’ tall would be 
if the creature had either. This nerve 
has only one use—to carry the signal 
to shorten up. 

So when the worm, keeping under 
ground by day, comes by night half- 
way out of its hole and suspects, 
though be cannot see, the early bird 
looking for breakfast, whisk goes the 
signe) along the nerve thread, one end 
of the body flattens out and locks fast 
in the burrow, and the rest pulls into 
safety, 

This sort of nerve carzies a mestage 
at the rate of a yard and a half a sec- 
ond, or about serenty times more slow- 
ly than our own do. 

The other sort ofherve takes care of 
the crawling. Signals along these 
nerves travel-only an inch a second 
If our inner telegrams were sent as 
slowly, it would be a whole minute 
from the,time the pitcher threw the 
ball ap batter started to swing his

Yet, As tho simpler creatures go, the 
earthworm {is not especially sluggish. 
The fresh water clam, for Instance, 
gets word from one part of Its body to 
another at only half the earthworm's 
rate.

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SAVING OLD MANUSCRIPTS. 


How Valuable Papers Are Mended 
and Mounted For Preserving. 

There are not fifty persons in the 
United States who are skilled in the 
preservation and repairing of old man- 
uscripts. One of them, says the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin Bulletin, may be 
found working on the third floor of the 
Wisconsin Historical library building 
at Madison, one of the six or seven in- 
stitutions in the country that carry on 
such work scientifically. 

About a generation or, two ago a 
priest in the Vatican library at Rome 
originated and developed the process 
now in use in the taking caro’of old 








Dapers. 

The first thing done in the process of 
preserving the letters is to place them 
between wet newspapers under a 
weight and leave them for five or six 
hours, ‘This removes the creases and 
the dirt Then-they ore put between 
wood pulp boards and left twenty-four 
hours and then between blotters. to 
complete the drying process. The next 
atep Is to repair the paper.

ELEUTHERIOS VENIZELOS. 


When Prince George of Greece, bro- 
ther of King Constantine, was made 
High Commissioner of Crete by the 
Powers, in 1898, he called Mr. Veni- 
zelos to office in the Department of 
Justice. The Prince was later oblig- 
ed to retire on account of bis Intri- 
gues, and the Powers asked the King 
of Greece to appoint a new High 
‘Commissioner. The man chosen was 
* Alexander Zalmis,- afterwards 
Premier... Mr. Venizelos declined. of- 
fice under him, but retained his po- 
sition as leader of:an overwhelming 
majority inthe Cretan. Legislature, 
and pursued unrelentingly his object 
of the union of Crete to Greece. 

*When'this was finally accomplish- 
éd ‘by the Powers abandoning’ their 
Half-hedrted support of Turkish rule 
élections to the assembly were held 
in‘the ‘island. Mr. Venizelos .was 
ebosen by many . constituencies. and 
went to-Athens. He reorganized the 
Government, giving loyal support to 
the old King monarch, as he did later 
to his son, King* Constantine, for 
which he was rewarded by expulsion 
from. office and a campaign of cual- 
umny in the Interests of a court 
party exploiting their country to the 
benefit of Prussian designs. 

At/any time Mr. Venizelos could 
have assumed supreme authority him- 
self, but he was too loyal, too con- 
sclentious to attempt a coup d'etat. 
This was a reproach often addressed 
to him, **You would have served bet- 
ter the cause of the Serblans, of the 
Allies, and, above all, of Greece by 
remalning in power, even if you had 
to be neutral,” bis friends told him, 
and Mr. Joseph Reinach gave bim 
highest praise, saying he always 
scrupulously conformed his acts to 
HE words.

ich; “not for its paltry enjoyments, 

t because it is one of the two great 
levers with which the. world ig 
rhoved. He Is not lacking in finesse, 
but his character ‘is thoroughly 
honest.

Use Huguenot Caves. 

Caves dug by the Huguenots dur- 
ing the religious wars In France two 
centuries ago are helping the Ger- 
mans maintain a strong resistance 
to the French armies in the Province 
lof: Santerre *,the southern extremity 
ofthe Anglo-French offensive. 

When allied artillery, at the begin- 
ning of the Somme assault, demon- 
strated the prexgnability of all kinds 
of defensive fortilications on the sur- 
face of the earth, the Germans bogan 
placing their rellance on caves, cel- 
lars, and underground works. 

In the Province of Santerre the 
Huguenots had constructed a great 
number of caves, both for refuge and 
for the concealment of money and 
valuables, Most of these were dug 
deeply into solid © rock and others’ 
wero bullt up with masonry that has 
atood the weir of centuries. The 
Germans have stationed machine 
§0n squads In these posilions.

Thereupon the 
King again upset the constitution, 
drove Venizelos out of power, and 
has, in fact, been ruling Greece with- 
out regard to Varllac.entary canction 
ever since, ‘To-day half of Greece is 
actually In revolt against the King. 
A separate coveinment has been set 
up by Venizolos and large sections 
of Grecce have joined this, 

The simple truth sbout the Greck 
situation Is that tho King and his 
court are pro-Gertaan, that ho, as 
commander-in-chicf of the army, bas 
been ablo to put his friends, who 
share his pro-Cormin sentinents, In 
contro}, but that otherwise Groece 
is pro-ally, overwhelaiungly.

RAYMOND ASQUITH KILLED. | 





Son of British Prime Minister‘a 
Prominent Lawyer. 
Lieutenant Raymond Asquith, of 
the Grenadier Guards, has been 

killed In action. : 

Lieutenant Asquith was rf. well- 
known barrister, and unth the storm- 
Europe in toe 
summer of 1914, a brilliant career 
{ seemed to be opening out before his 
{n law cnd politics, He and two of 
his brothers Joined the army as vol- 
, Unteers In the early months of the 

war. He was a man of remarkable 
fotellectual endowments, bis uni- 
\ versity ‘carecr oxcecding even -the 

Bp+ record of his father in distinc: 
itloa, He bad great charm of man- 
ner. and was much liked by his col- 
leagues at the Bar and in aociety. 
| Bora on November 6, 1878, Mr. 
. Raymond Asquith was in bis tbirty- 
‘elghth year. His mother was a 
{daughter of Mr. Frederick Melland, 
fof Rusholme. 

He had a mos. distinguished 
| schoo! and university career, closely 
' duplicating bis father’s successes at 
Oxford. After leaving Winchester 
he went to Balliol College with an 
exbibition in 1897. The following 
vear he was First In “Mods,” and 

wun the Craveh Scholarship. In 

1900 he was first fa “Greats,” and 
two years Iater became a Fellow ao 
All Souls, was clected President of 

the Union, and took a Orst-class in

Derby, in succession to Sir Thomas 
Roe, who was retiring. He accept- 
ed the Invitatiou, and in a tour of 
the constituency made a series of 
speeches which greatly pleased bis 
party and gave promise of a bril- 
liant political career, |

quith put all ,other interests aside 
and joined the army. « After train- 
ing ho received, in 1914, a commis

RIVATE THOMAS GAMEY, a 
prisoner in Germany, in a 
letter to Mr. George Wright 
of Toronto told how the 

prisoners looked forward with hope 
to being sent to Switserlard aad re- 
lated very vividly part of the Jour- 
ney to the promised land. Continu- 
ing, Mr. Gamey says: 

“We entered a trolley and roc* 
toward tho station at Coaostance 
through empty streets, Arrivisg at 
Burnhop we entered a car bound for 
Frankfort. We had two guards, in 
one I recognized an old friend. This 
German, when I Orst arrived as a 

risoner in Germany, and was In the 

ospital, approached mo and sald: 
‘You are a regular soldie *’ I an- 
ewered that I was a volunteer, te 
which he promptly answered: ‘You're 
a—— fool. You're nota volunteer, 
but just a fool.’ 

“He couldn’t understand how any 
one could volunteer, which I think 
shows what many Germans think of 
this war, He did many little kind 
things for me, and even !f he is an 
enemy, I must say that be was a de- 
cont fellow, Every time he saw me 
he would look at me with wonder in 
his eyes and murmur: ‘Whata 
fool!’ I learned that he lived in Am- 
erica, had been visiting in Germany 
when war broke ont and had been 
eoreee to acrve, much against his 
will. 

“We arrived at Frankfort at five 
in the morning, where we mot many 
other men from the prison camps 
all over Germany to the number of 
four hundred and eighty, The sta- 
tion at Frankfort was crowded with 
people, but they paid’no attention 
to us, They looked to mo as if they 
were tired of everything connected 
with the war that they couldn’: 
even raise the neceasary hate to boo 
at us. At Frankfort we were fed 
and then placed’ upon a long train, 
and after a short walt wo atarted for 
Constance.

A New Plan for Spreading Kultur in 
athe Orient. 


Some 250 Turkish scholars, includ- 
jog a few girls, recently arrived in 
Germany in order to avail themselves 
of arrangements which have been 
made for the more or less free educa- 
vion of a number of Turkish youths 
at German high schools. This is 
Dart of the Teuton scheme to Ger- 
manize Turkey. Up to the present 
12 different German towns hare of- 
fered to provide the hecersary main- 
tenance for one such scholar each, 
while 30 German families in Berlin 
and the provinces have declared 
their willingness to receive and edu- 
Cato one of the visitors free of 
caarge, and the Turkish war office fs 
baying for the jourfiey and equip- 
ment of 15 others who will then bo 
‘supported by the German-Turkish 
Association. In other cases semi- 
maintenance Is to be provided, and 
in others still the children will be 
educated entirely at the expense of 
their parents. The choice of candi- 
dates was cotrusted to a committee 
of the German-Turkish Association, 
which, it is stated, found it Possible 
to pt almost all the applications 
recelved. _Asked as to what profcs- 
sion they desired to follow, a large 
Proportion of the children, who range 
from 14 to 17 years of age, promptly 
answered, engineering: and It was 
noticed that nearly all expressed a 
preference for a practical, calling. 

Dr. Wilbelm Feldmann, the special 
correspondent of the Berliner Tage- 
blatt in Turkey, writin from Con- 
stantinople to his paper, made a 
point of recommending the visitors 
to the very special care of his fellow- 
countrymen. For one thing, he ob- 
served, it would probably be very dif- 
feult for the young Turks: to accus- 
tom themselves to the German war 
menu.

LONDON, Nor. 17.—Special —Ma- 
jor-Gonera] F. B. Matirice, chief diree- 
tor of the War Office, in an interview 
with the Associated Press today, pre- 
dicted that the British gains in the 
Ancre Valley were only the forerunner 
of further equally important advances 
which will be made on the ‘western 
front during the winter months. 

“Our success‘on the Ancre,”’ said 
Gen. Maurice, ‘‘means that we are 
not going to give the enemy much 
rest this winter. It means that when- 
over weather conditions permit wo are 
going to attack and subject the enemy 
.to increasing pressure during the com- 
ing months so as to prevent as far as 
possible the Germans from establixh- 
ing themselves. in new. positions. 

“““All the attempt of the enemy to 
tainimize our, success will not explain 
away the fact that in three days the 
British troops, by the capture of Bean- 
mont and St. Pierre Division and the 
semi-circular ridge they dominated, 
have gained an important stratezical 
advantage. This ridge formed a 
salient jutting into our lines from the 
northern bank of the Ancre. Thus 
the enemy was ablo to direct the fire 
of his artillery’ massed behind it. 

“Our troops advanced from below 
through sticky, white chalk and a net- 
work of defences. They gained the 
ridge and forced the enemy back across 
the valley to tho next hill. As a re- 
sult we dominate the situation in thix 
territory, and are consolidating the 
positions for further activities.’”*

Shortly after six o'clock Saturday 
merniug, our guus opencd a heavy 
barrage along the trenches opposite 
the Canadian positions, and — our 
troops went over the parapet.

CUT FLOWERS. 


Tipe About Their Arrangement In Dif- 
ferent Shaped Bowls. 

Flowers to be cut for use in vases 
must have long stems. Dablias are 
especially fine for tase use.- Do nut 
crowd into a vase flowers enough to 
supply half a dozen yam When 
grouping cut flowers remenmer that 
quality and not quantity: is what 
should govern. Have stalks long 
enough to lift them well above the 
vase ln which they are placed. Before 
cutting blossoms, study the general 
appearance of the plant from all sides, 
Let the plant itclf tell you how its 
blossoms should be clustered, 

Short stemmed flowers should be 
placed in low, flat bowls. They are 
especially attractive for table decora- 
tion. Pansies and nasturtlums are in 



























larly effective in bowls of ofd blue or 
elicate green china or in glass bowls 
with the delicate green stems showlog 
through the glass.

STONE CANNON BALLS. 


They Were Used In tren Guns That 
Were Held Tegether by Screws. 

In these days of buge projectiles 
turned to Gt exactly {nto cannon that 
are as neer mechanically perfect as 
modern engineering can make them it 
{s almost impossible to believe tbat at 
one time’ the ‘Turks carried on effective 
warfare with wrought Iron cannon 
screwed together and fring stone can- 
hon balls. 

Two of these cannon balls are to 
be seen at the museum of Hobart col- 
lege at Genera, N. Y. 

They were. used by the Turks tn 
thelr war against the kingdom of 
Cyprus, one of the numerous Christian’ 
states which grew out of tbe crusades. 
The stronghold of the enemy was the 
city of Famagusta. “In 157] the Tarks’ 
undertook to- reduce its walls, For 
nearly a year they hurled stone can- 
non ballg against them, ‘The stones 
varied in weight from a few pounds to 
Several hundred.

But 
Napoleonism; in a bad ‘form, sur 
vives, and it is all the more perni- 
elous inasmuch as at present it is 
not guided ‘by statesmen possessing 
the talents of elther a Napoleon or 
Bismarck, It has been incorporat 
into the national mind and life of an 
entjre people. Napoleon crusbed the 
Prassians, but they have become the 
inheritors both of his principles and 
his: methods: ‘They may bs devold of 
his talents, but they endeavor to 
emulate his proceedings. He was, if 
not the author, at all events one of 
the foremost apostles, of that “ab- 
solute war” which Prussian military 
and political writers regard as an 
ideal worthy of attainment. Lockbart

*Frenchman could not, should not, 
rest until the seas are free and open 
to all.” © Again; he said?

The result was, we are told, that 
the men who were refused exemption 
or who were placed in the various 
non-combatant corps declined to ac- 
cept the judgment of these tribunals.

Up to the present time there 
bave been about 2,000 arrests, and 
more are following every day. Takeo 
in hand by the army, these objectors 
became “‘‘passive resisters." . The 
correspondent says that in some cases 
they are treated with “‘abominabdle 
crueities,”” and he gives the example 
of highly-cultured men being fore- 
idly stripped and scrubbed with bard 
brushes. In some cases this inbu- 
man treatment caused the objectors 
to surrender, and they consented to 
obey orders, but the vast majority 
bave stood firm, and presently’ found 
champions in Parliament. There 
were many debates, which, however, 
must have been suppressed by the 
censor since they have not been made 
public on this sjde of yhe water, and 
at last It was announted that the 
“passive resisters” would not be 
subjected to “unauthorized physical 
punishments.” 

Some of them, hownver, have been 
condemned to death, but in all cases 
this sentence has been commuted to

Meanings Attached to 
J mon of the Surnames. 

The fact Is not cenergiiy known that 
{reland was the Orst country, in mod- 
ern Europe to enforce the adoption of 
surnames by law. The act prescribing 
thelr genera) use was passed more thin 
a hundred years before the Anglo-Nor- 
man invasion, whereas surnames did 
not’ come into general use In England 
antil the days of Queen Elizabeth nor 
in Wales tilt late In the serenteenth 
century. - 

‘There are some interesting meanings 
attaching to the most.common of Irish 
names, says the London Tit-Bits. Here 
are a few with the curious changes of 
spelling that bave come about since the 
names Grét originated: 

Murphy came from O'Murphy, Mor. 
phey and Morpbew, meaning “superi- 
or;" Kelly came from O'Kelly,’ Kiely, 
Keeley, meaning “for war;* O'Connor 
came from Connors, Conerty, meaning 
“helper,” and Dougherty from O’Do- 
herty, Doberty, Daughaday, meaning 
“destroyer.” It Js noticeable that all 
frish' names at the Orst stage in thelr 
history had “O'” before thent, the Orst 
change consisting of dropping that 
“O'." It will vot be necessary there- 
fore to repeat the name with the “O’” 
before it. 

Sulliran was originally Sillifant and 
Sulllvant, meaning “quick sighted;" 
O'Donnell and McDonnell and all com. 
binations of that name were Donald, 
Daniel, Dona; meaning “dark chief;” 
Moloney was O'Mullowney, Meloney, 
Mullany, meaning “thoughtful,” Mec- 
Cormack was O’Cormack; McCormac, 
McCormick, meaning “son of the 
crown;” Flynn was Flann, meaning

GRADING DIAMONDS. 


Qualities In Stones of the First *Becond 
and Third Water. 

“A diamond of the first water should 
be entirely colorless and transparent, 
without any inclusion or flaw,” says 
the Scientific American. “It is of the 
second water if It is coloriess with 
small but unimportant faults or if it is 
without faults, but with sone traces of 
color, and ¢hird water {f it is colorless, 
but with larger fanits or if it is dis- 
tinctly colored. The correct taluation 
is therefore very dilticult ‘and often 
subject to the jeweler’s judgment. For 
this reason Professor RNosiwal gires to 
the layman the following hints: 

“The requisite in stones of the first 


water ts perfect lack of color or, what 


is more highly prized, a tinge of blue 
In general, beautifully colored dia- 
monds command fabulous prices and 
are to be found only in the treasure 
vaults of princes.

~ FOUGHT SIDE BY SIDE. 


How Canadian Soldiers Came to Ald 
the Australians. 
- Sir Douglas’ Haig reported that 
among those engaged in the great 
advance of September 16° were 
‘troops from Canada."* In a message 
received by the High Commissioner 
for Australia, C. E, W. Bean, relates 
how, before the advance, the Cana- 
dians relieved the Australians on the 
left front, and thus made their entry 
{nto the battle of the Somme, The 
London Times made 


the following 
extracts from the message: : 
The time had come for the sup- 


porting troops to be drafted into the 
fight. An order was sent to the 


supports. They were to send an af- 
ficer to receive. instructions. He 
came. He was a man nearing mid- 
dle age, erect, tough as wire, with 
lines in his face such as hard fight- 
ing and responsibility leave on the 
face of every -soldier, The repre- 
sentative of authority upon the spot 
—an Australian who also had faced 
ugly scenes—explained to him quiet- 
ly where he wished bim to take his 
men, into such and such a corner 
by such and such a route. 

It meant. plunging straight into 
the thick of the Somme battle with 
all {ts unknown horrors—everyone 


there knew that. But the newcomer { have any. wearing apparel, etc., to be ‘how. 


said quietly, “Yes, sir,” and climbed 
up and out into the light. It was 
not an Australian who spoke, That 
“Yes, sir,” came unmistakably from 
the other side of the Pacific. It was 
the first of'the Canadians upon the 
Somme battlefield. Fs 

An hour or so later a young Aus- 
tralian officer, coming up with his 
men to improve an exposed and 
isolated trench—a trench which was 
outflanked already and enfiladed, 
and in half a dozen ways unhealthy 
—tInto a condition to be held against 
any attacks at‘all costs, found’com- 
ing across the open towards bis ex- 
posed Sank a line of stalwart men 
in kilts. 

His men were dead tired, the 
enemy’s shell fire was constant and 
heavy, grey heads and helmets con- 
stantly seen behind a red mud para- 
pet across a hundred yards of red 
mud cratera proved that the Guard 
Reserve was getting ready to 
counter-attack him, Every message 
he sent back to headquarters finish- 
ed, “But we will hold this trench.” 
And yet here they came—a line of 
them, stumbling from crater into 
crater, and by one of those unac- 
countable es that occur in bat- 
three of them hit in 
crossing over. They dropped into 
the trench by the side of the ' Aus- 
tralians. Their bombers went to the 
left to relleve the men who had been 
holding the open flank. . They 
brought in with them keen fresh 
faces and bodies and an all-important 
supply of bombs. It wes better than 
a draught of good wine.” 

So it was that the first of the Ca- 
nadians arrived. 

Long before the last Australian 
platoon left that battered line these ! 
first Canadians were almost as tired 
as they. For 36 hours they had piled 
up the same barricades, garrisoned 
the game shell holes, were shattered 


the flank they were holding, They 
were buried together by the heavy 
shell bursts, They, dug each other 
out. When the garrison became 60 
thin that whole lengths of trench. 
were without a single unwounded 
occupant they helped each other, 
wounded, down to the next length 
and built another barricade and held 
that. . 0. 

With the light came a reinforce- 
ment of new Canadians—egrand fel- 
lows in great spirit. And the last 
Australian was during that morning 
withdrawn. It was the most wel- 
come sight {n all the world to see 
those troops come In. Not that the 
tired men would ever admit that it 
was necessary. As one report from 
a young Australian officer sald, “‘The 
reinforcement: has arrived. Captain 
may tell you that the Aus- 
tralians are done.” Rot."*”

the subjeg of Couscience. Taking for 
his text Bets. 24:16, where Paul «aid 
he exerci himerclf to have a con- 
void of offence ‘toward Gol 

toward men. From this it is evi- 
dent that conscience is variable, and 
ix fact, greatly differs in many in- 
dividuals. Thus in Heb. 
speaks of having an evil conscience. 
Also in, t Cor. #:19,18, the conscience 
it says may be, weak. Therefure Paul 
declares iu Heb, 9:14, that it- necda 
ts be renovated, for the conscicner, 
it says in Titus 1:15, is often defiled. 
If, therefore, our conscience vary one 
much, the fact is plain that it isn't 
always reliable, and as this 1s Ss», we 
enquire what is the only ‘reliahle 
guide. There is only one answer, and 
that is the word of God. 

But as a further evidence that con- 
science is not reliable, we have the 
testimony of human experience, Thu: 
the conscience of the Hindu ‘leads to 
qthe violation of the command ‘Thou 
Shalt uot kill," and why? - Because 
her conscience leads her to @st her 
child in the Gonges river to appease 
the golds of wood and stone. The 
conscience of the Mormon Ieads—him 
to have a plurality of wives, and thus 
break the command against adultery. 
The conscieuce of the Roman Catho- 
lic leads him to break the second com- 
mand, that forbids the adoration of 
images. And so we might multiply 
evidence to prove that conscience is 
not reliable. After proving, however, 
the instability of conscience, Mr. 
Jolnston exhorted the people to obey 
the word of Gad, that merely thinking 
We are right will not save us, as is 
proven in Proy. 14:12, also Matt, 
7:21-233, The knowledge and obedience 
of God's word as is the final resort 
for all who would be saved, Hosea, 
4:6, Ps.
